f HERE 4s juft now come out here the follow- 
dng Picee, intituled, The. Anfwer of Mr. 


‘of the Marquis de Monteleone, His’ Catholick Majet- 


ty’s Ambafladour at Loudon. 
Hampton: Court, Sept. 4, 1718. 

Sir, 

Received fome Days agothe Honour of your Excel- 
lency’s Letter, dated the 25th of che laft Month, 
and I have fince feen it printed in all our publick Pa- 
pers. Asitis founded on a Piece of News, of which 
the King had not then received the Confirmation, His 
Majefty did not command me to return uay Anfwer to 
ic, till afrer che Avrival of Admiral Byng’s Son, who 
brought him the Particularsof what pafled between the 
two Fleets, whereby it appears that the Spaniards began 
the Hoftilicies. 

Wirhoar dwelling upon that Circumftance, I am or- 
dered by the King to give in Anfwer to your Excellen- 
cy, that this ACtion might be very well expe&ed, and 
ought by ro Means to appear furprizing co his Cacho- 
lick Majefty ; fince, without mentioning the many 
Cflices which have been paffed at the Court of Madrid, 
I need only acquaint your Excellency, that Admiral 
Byng wrote a Letter thither, ever fiace the 20th of June 
O. S. reprefenting to his Catholick Majefty fuch En- 
g2gements as the King found himfelf under by feveral 
Treaties to guarantie the Neutrality of Italy, and to 
defend the Emperour in the Poffeffion of his Domini- 
ons; Defiring his Catholick Majefty to accept the 
King’s Mediation, and ¢o defift from the Hoftilities al- 
ready begun : Offering him his Services, either to 
withdraw his Troops, or to affift him, in Cafe tlie Em- 
perour fhould not confent toa Sufpenfion of Arms : 
And laftly, propofing a Truce, while an Accommo- 
darion fhauld be negociated # without which, His Ma- 


 jefly forefaw, that the Plamesof this War, kindled by 


Spain, muft over{przad al) Europe. The Admiral af- 
terwards declared, in the King’s Name, that in ca ¢ his 
Catholick Majefty fhould rejeét thefe Offers of Friend- 
fhip, he had Orders to employ the Force of his Squa- 
dron to prevent the dangerous Confequences of this 
War, and to maintain the Faith of his Mafler’s En- 
gayements, A haughry fhort Aafwer was return’d him 
in the Name of his Catholick Majefty, namely, Thac 
he had nothing tu do, but to follow bis Orders. The 
Admiral, not difcouraged by fo harfh an Anfwer, but 
well acquainted with the King’s Intentions to avoid 
Hoftilicies till che laft Extremity, affoon as he arrived 
before Meffina, fent another Letter, dated the :orh of 


July; O. S. co the Marquis de Lede, repeating to him 


the fame things he had written to Madrid, and conclu- 
ding, for the fecond time, that he had Orders to ufe 
Force, if his Offers and Intreaties fhould not fucceed 
for procuring a Sufpenfion of Arms, which was again 
refufed him by the Marquis de Lede. 1am perfwaded, 
that, if your Excellency had been informed of thefe 
Particulars as well as I, you muft have expeéted, and 
could not have been furpriz’d at what has happen'd 

At the fame time, your Excellency does me the Ho- 
nourto fend me a Copy of the five Articles, jointly 
communicated by my Lord Stanhope and the Marquis 
de Nancré to his Eminency the Cardinal Alberoni. 
Your Excellency cannot but have obferved, that it is 
exprefs'd in the laft of thefe Articles, that, if, daring 
the Three Months which the Contra&ing Powers offer 
his Catholick Majefty to accede to their Alliance, he 
fhould begin a War tending to obftru& the Execution 
of the Difpofitions made by thofe Treaties, the faid 
Powers oblige themfelves to prevent him by Force, 
even within the faid Space of Three Months. Now the 
Invafion of Sicily is dire&tly contrary to thefe Difpo- 
fitions, and Cardinal Alberoni had Notice given him, 
not only by the Communication of thefe Articles, but 
by my Lord Stanhope’s Demand of a Pafsport, in cafe 
of a Rupture, which his Catholick Majefty had the 
Goodnefs to granthim: And his Eminency declar'd 
to Colonel Stanhope, the King’s Minifter, that be well 
forefaw what might happen, without endeavouring to 
prevent it, by feeking to obtain his Catholick Majefty’s 
Confent to a Truce, while an Accommodation fhould 
be negociated. 

Ir remains, Sir, that I anfwer the obliging Declara- 
tions his Catholick Majefty has made in Favour of the 
Trade of this Nation. On this Head, I have the King’s 
Commands-to repeat to your Excellency what I have 
often had the Honour to tell you by Word of Mouth, 

od T fhall be careful to advance nothing but fuch Pats 


‘as known and inconteftable, the Proofs.of whith 


hevd im my Hands ready to produce, - whenever the 
Opportunity, fo carneftly defied by the King,.of co- 
ming to a friendly Explanation with bis Gatholick Mé- 
jefty, thall furnith me with the Occafion L-with for, of 
difcufling thefe Matters with your Ex¢ellency, ‘ 

1. Impofts have been laid on our Merchandizes, di- 
contiary to our Treat’es of Commerce with the 
Crown of Spain. 

2. Several kinds of Goods have been prohibiced, 
which are exprefly allowed by the fame Treatics. ; 

3. The Schedules for their Annual Veifels have 
been denied the South-Sea Company, contrary to che 
exprefs Letter of the Treaty ; without any better Rea- 
ion given for it, chan that ic was noc for che Conveni- 
ence of the Court of Madrid to grant them. 

4. Our Merchant Ships have been fcized in all the 
Ports of Spain: The Spanith Men of War and Priva- 
teers have brought them in by Force ; have obliged 
them to take ouc their Cargoes ; and to their inexpref- 
lible Lofs shave conftrain'd them, to traniport the 
Troops, Horfes, Ammunition, &c. for this very Expe- 
dition which has diforder’d the Aas of all Europe. 
Tam even affur'd, what I can fcarge believe, chat 
Owners of thefe Veflels, for endeavouring to ftruggle 
with fuch unheard of Proceedings, have had their Ears 
cut off: And that the firft Thing done by the Spani- 
ards, upon their entering Meflina, was to throft the 
King’s Conful into Prifon. I content my felf with the 
tare Mention of thefe Fa&s to your Excellency. You 
will have the Goodnefs to examine how confiftent 
they are with the favourable Declaration you have 
made for the Trade of Great Britain. 

The King commands me, Sir, as it is*his Inclination 
that nothing thould be aggravated, to couch but very 
lightly on other Complaints of an infesior Nature. 
Such are 

The Menaces to feize on the Effcfts. of the Mer- 
chants his Subje&s, notwishftanding the Treaty which 
declares exprefly, andim fomany Words,.thar even in 
cafe of a Rupture, there fhal) be fix Mouths allowed 
each Party to withdraw their Eff Gs. 

The Infinuations dropt at Madcid, not only of Do- 
meftick Troubles, which might be raifed to Diftrels 
the King, but even of the Force which might bé Open- 
ly employed in favour of the Pretender: And the Ad- 
vices from-many Quarters of the Intrigues. and feciec 
Negociations between the Minifters of his Cetholick 
Majefty and the Emiffaries of that Perfon. Yo ail 
which his Majefty gives no Credit, being perf{waded 
that his Catholick Majzity can never come into Mea- 
fures, fo contrary to the Law of Naticns, to the Trea- 
tics of Alliance between the two Crowns, and to the 
Condu& which His Majefty has fo religioufly obferved 
towards the Catholick King: Of which your Exccl- 
Jency will give me leave to mention fome Particulars. 

The King has never once thought of ftirting up 
Difliculties and Diforders to his Catholick Majeity in 
his own Country, fince the Crown of Great Britaia 
acknowledged him King of Spain. What Alliance or 
Friendfhip foever the Ling has bad with his Imperial 
Majefty, he never entertain’d a Thought of giving 
him the leaft Affiftance in his Pretenfions to the King- 
dom of Spain, On the contrary, His Majefly has noc 
only Sought but Found the Means to make the Empe- 
reur, for ever to renounce them for himfelf and his 
Family, whenever bis Catholick Majefty fhall himfelf 
confent toit. And the King, in concert with his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, has further engaged him to give 
the Reverfions of Tufcany, Parma, and Placentia, to a 
Son of his Catholick Majefty. 

The King has been yet more averfe from encourag- 
ing any Pra€tices with the Subjetts of his Catholick 
Majefty, by Means of his Minifters at thar Court. He 
never had any Intention of reprefenting to them the 
Lofs of many of their Ancient Privileges, the Burden 
of their Taxes, and the Dangers of anew \War with 
thofe Nations whofe Friendfhip they ftand moft in 
need of : Though there might poflibly be among the 
Subjef&ts of his Catholick Majefty, fome who are not 
vet well-affe&ed towards him, unlefs whole King- 
doms have very much changed their Inclinations 
fince the laff War. On the contrary, His Majefty al-.

ways would and fhould ftill think himfelf obliged by . 


the Bonds of thar Friendfhip which hicherro has fub- 
fifed, and which he hopes does yet fubfift betwixe 
His Majefty and the Catholick King, to give him No- 
tice of any fuch Contrivances, like a good Brother, and 
a good Friend. 

His Majefty has been yet more tender upon this 
Point, and would not allow even that the i 
Merchants fhould be given to underftand, what Incon- 
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venienctes might befall them in Cafe of a Rupture 
with Him or the Dangers and infurméuntable 
Culcies they might meet in their Tradiag to the 
nities. or any other the World) thoifid 
make Wag wich a Power fo confiderable ac Seay as chac 
of Great Britain. 

Whatfoever Threats have been given-out by rhe 
Minifters of his Catholick Majefty at Madrid ;-bow- 
ever ill-fuited thef+ Phreats have been co ghe Digni- 
ty of the Britihh Crown ; how little foever that Crown 
has been ufed to fuch Language ; Elis Majeffy has 
had the Confolation to fee that he hach*tndergone 
this Treatmenc in common with France and Holland, 
fomethiag ‘better yet than what the Emperour and 
Sicily have found, both of which Spain hath aQually 
atracked.~ But far from complaining co the King of 
Spain of bis Minifters, farther yet from complaining 
of the King and his Minifters to bis People, His 
Majeffy hath rather chofe to fuffer chis Treatment, 
knowing too well that fuch kind of (abals are con- 
trary to the Law of Nations, to the Uiiges eftablith- 
ed becween Soveraign Princes, and to the good Cor- 
refpondence he ardeatly defires to maiotain with his 
Catholick Majefty. 

The King hopes that his Catholick Mejefty hes al- 
ways had, and ever will have the f2me Sentiments to- 
wards him, which His Majefty bath now exprefled; 
for which Reafon he can give no Credit to the News 
he hears from Holland, that the Ambaffador of Spain, 
Monfieur’ the Marquis de Beretti Landi, an accom- 
plifhed Minifter, and one who hath diftinguifhed 
himfelfby his Zeal and Penetration, has prefented a fort 
of Memorial to the States, inticuled, 4 Tranflatron of a 
Letter written the 20th of Auguft by M. the Cardinal Albero- 
ni, t0 M. the Marquis de Berctti Landi; which begins with 
thefe Words, It is notorious every where, teat the Ministry of 
Great Britain being prepoffeft by their Pajfions and particular 
Views, &c. And in the enfl erdére his Excellency to 
read this Letter to all the tuglifh Merchants in general, 
&c. It is unneceffary that I refer co che printed Let- 
ter, fince this Minifter hath faid that your Excellency 
hath received the fame Orders, and fince thefe In- 
ftraftions feem rather calculated for a Minifter re- 
fiding at Longon, than for Monfieur the Marquis de 
Beretti Landi. But [ cannot imagine that his Emi- 
nency, who fo well knows how to difplay the Dighi- 
ty and Decorum of the Crown of Spain, hath given 
Orders to her Antbaffadouwr to :pafs publick Offices 
with Merchants the Subjeéts of Great Britain, which 
can only tend to incenfe them againft the Govern- 
ment of their Soveraign. This avowed manner of 
Negotiating is fo unheard of, that I dare anfwer it 
will not be approved by his Catholick Majcfty, and 
cannot be fuffered by the King my Mafter. 

But to retura, Sir, to your favourable Declaration 
for our Trade, the King orders me co ‘acquaint you 
that if his Carholick Majefty (having difcovered che 
Abufes which have been committed in breach of 
‘Treaties, and» by the Violences which have been ex- 
ercifed without his Knowledge on the Subjetts of 
Great Britain) hath checeupon ordered you co make 
fuch a Declaration, His Majcefty commands me to de- 
fire your Exéellency would on His part thank his 
Catholick Majefty, and exprefs to him the kind Senle 
he hath of ir. 

Neverthelefs, Sir, to avoid the like Miftakes for the 
future, and chat no Colduefs on either Side may abate 
the Frietsdfhip which the King fo peffionately d-tires 
to cultitivate with his Catholick Majefty ; He com- 
mands me to acquaint your Excellency, thac He doth 
not pretend to any other Trade for his Subj-Gs, with 
thofe of the King of Spain, than what is ftipulated by 
the Treaties berween the two Crowns, and particuler- 
ly, when the Peace of Utrecht was made by them in 
fach Circumftances, as his Maiefty hopes the Catholick 
King will acknowledge that of Great Britain was not 
exorbitant in her mands. But at the fame time, 
Sir, His Majefty doth not underftand that he is to re- 
ceive the Execution of thefe Treaties as a Favour to 
be granted or taken from him at the Difcretion of the 
Court of Spain @ And his Majefty is perfwaded, if the 
King of Spain fhould ever take the Refolation to ruin 
the Trade of his Subjeéts, he would atthe fame time, 
take that of declaring War againft him: Since the 
only Evil his Majefty could apprehend, would be the 
Damage fuch a War might bring upon the Trade of 
his People : A Damage, His Majefty muft with infi- 
nite Regret, endeavour at leaft to repair, by fuch Me- 
thods as may probably prove as dangerous to the Trade 
and Interefts of Spain, as to thofe of Great Britain. 

To conclude, Sir, I beg of your Excellency to refle&, 
that che King has demanded no new Advantage, that 
he does not feck ro aggrandize himfelf by any new Ac- 
quifition, but is rather inclin'd to facrihce fomething 
of his own, to procare thar general Quiet and Tran- 
quility, which he only defires to enjoy in common 
with the reft of his Neighbours. And I have His Ma- 
jefty’s Orders to declare to your Excellency, thet He 
*‘wifhes not only for Peace, but even for the triGeht 


Friendthip with his Catholick Majefty ; that He esr. 
© neftly demands them both ; and that on His Part Ie 
offers them to him. But, ina Word, whatever fhis' 


be the Event, His Majefty will maintain the Dignity 
of his Crown, the Trade and Privileges of his Subje€ts 
and the Faith of his Treaties. 
I hive the Honour to be with moft perfe& Efteem,
